1 . Claims 21 -31 , 33-42-45-48, and 50 allowed. 

2. The prior art fails to disclose a device comprising first and second inlet passages 
for respective immiscible fluids, the first and second inlet passages merging into a third 
passage along which, the two fluids flow under parallel laminar flow conditions, the third 
passage being formed with a constriction or other discontinuity causing the two fluids to 
form into a flow of alternate segments.
